The  Wartburg  football  team  had  another 
successful  season,  going  11-1  and  making 
the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division 
III  playoffs. 

The  Knights  started  the  season  with  a 
47-0  pounding  of  Peru  State  (Neb.).  The

The  Wartburg  men's  soccer  team  com- 
pleted one  of  the  most  successful  seasons 
in  Wartburg  history  in  2003,  winning  the 
conference  tournament  to  advance  to  the 
national  tournament. 

The  season  started  on  a  good  note  for 
the  Knights  as  they  captured  a  4-1  victory 
over  Augsburg.  Sophomore  Scott  Hill  and 
junior  Verne  Houston  had  two  goals  each. 

The  Knights  next  faced  Clarke  College, 
whom  they  took  a  5-0  win  from.  Houston 
had  three  goals,  while  j  uniors  Collin  Lane  and 
Ian  MacNaughton  preserved  the  shutout. 

After  receiving  their  first  loss  at  the 
hands  ot  Neb.-Wesleyan,  Wartburg  quickly 
rebound  to  beat  Wis.  Lutheran  5-0.  Houson 
led  the  Knights  with  another  hat  trick, 
while  Lane  played  the  whole  way  for  the 
shutout. 

The  Knights  played  in  Wis.  again  the  next 
day,  this  time  against  Wis. -Platteville,  with  a 

6-  1  Wartburg  victory.  This  time  freshman 
Harrison  Kibombo  Lugujjo  got  the  hat  trick 
and  one  assist. 

The  Knights  then  traveled  south  to 
Illinios,  whre  they  crushed  Lincoln  Christian 

7-  0.  Hill  came  through  with  a  hat  trick  for 
the  Knights  while  junior  Micah  Mc  Morris 
added  two  goals  and  an  assist. 

Culver-Stockton  was  the  Knights  next 
challenger,  with  the  game  ending  in  a  2-2 
tie  on  account  of  weather  McMorris  scored 
Wartburg's  only  two  goals. 

Wartburg  then  took  a  tough  3-1  home 
loss  to  Colorado  College  befote  opening 
IL\C  play  with  a  3-1  victory  over  Cornell. 
The  Knights  defense  was  tough  allowing 
only  four  shots  on  a  goal,  all  coming  in  the 
second  period. 

Dubuque  came  to  Wartburg  next  and 
the  Knights  put  on  an  offensive  show  in  a 


7-2  win.  The  Knights  got  two  goals  from 
three  different  players  and  only  allowed  three 
shots  on  a  goal  to  defeat  the  Spartans. 

Wartburg  then  traveled  to  Dubuque  to 
take  on  Loras,  who  handed  the  Knights  their 
first  conference  loss  2-0.  Wartburg  came  back 
in  exciting  fashion  the  next  game,  winning  on 
a  McMorris  goal  in  the  second  overtime  for 
a  4-3  victory  against  Central.  The  Knights 
again  played  extra  long  against  Luther,  with 
Kibombo  Lugujjo  scoring  the  winning  goal 
early  in  the  first  overtime  for  a  2-1  win. 

The  Knights  contunied  theit  roll  with  a 
3-1  victory  over  Coe.  Three  different  players 
scored  goals  while  Lane  and  MacNaughton 
split  time  at  goalie.  Wartburg  then  destroyed 
Upper  Iowa,  breaking  or  tying  eight  records 
with  a  10-0  win.  Houston  had  four  goals 
and  an  assist,  while  McMorris  and  Hill  each 
added  two  goals. 

The  Knights  avoided  a  let  down  against 
Simpson,  scoring  two  goals  late  to  secure  a 
2-1  victory.  The  regular  season  ended  on  a 
sour  note,  as  Buena  Vista  ended  Wartburg's 
five-game  win  streak  1-0. 

The  Knights  entered  the  conference 
tourney  as  regular  season  runners-up,  but 
were  determined  to  play  as  long  as  possible. 
Wartubrg  won  the  first  game  1-0  over  Luther 
on  sophomore  Kirk  Artist's  goal  with  just 
under  1 5  minutes  to  play  in  the  second 
period.  The  finals  matched  the  Knights 
against  #1  seed  Loras,  with  the  Knights 
scoring  three  second  period  goals,  two  by 
freshman  Brent  Schuchman,  for  a  3-2  win 
and  a  spot  in  the  national  tournament. 

The  Knights  fought  hard  in  their  first- 
round  match  up  with  Gustavus  Adolphus, 
battling  to  a  0-0  tie  through  two  overtimes. 
Wartburg  then  lost  in  the  shootout  2-0  to 
end  their  season.

The  number  one  ranked  Wartburg 
College  wrestling  team  stood  true  to  its 
ranking  by  winning  its  second  straight 
NCAA  national  championship  at  the 
Five  Flags  Center  in  Dubuque.  The 
Knights'  156.5  point  total  eclipsed 
perennial  rival  Augsburg  College  of 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  by  16  points  to 
give  the  school  its  fourth  championship 
since  1996. 

Wartburg  produced  the  title  behind 
four  individual  national  champions 
and  nine  All-American  performances. 
Sophomore  Dustin  Hinschberger  (l4l 
pounds),  senior  Bart  Mehlert  (149 
pounds),  junior  Ryan  Sturm  (184 
pounds)  and  sophomore  Akeem  Carter 
(197  pounds)  all  won  their  weight  class. 
The  four  champions  ties  a  Division 
III  record.  The  Knights 
program  now  totals  19 
individual  national  cham- 
pions and  109  Ail-Ameri- 
cans in  its  history. 

Hinschberger,  Mehlert, 
Sturm  and  Carter  all  won 
rematches  in  the  finals 
with  three  turning  in 
crucial  bonus  points. 

Hinschberger,  who 
closed  the  season  as  the 
wins  leader  at  36-5, 
took  care  of  the  Auggies' 
Jamell  Tidwell  9-1  in  a 
key  decision  as  Augsburg 
had  closed  to  within  five  points  ^bovc  Right:  Akeem  Carver 
of  the  lead  prior.  Mehlert 
pounded  out  a  13-1  major 
against  Iowa  Conference  rival 
Clint  Manny  of  Simpson  to 
end  the  year  unbeaten  at  3 1  -0 


and  his  career  with  a  33-match  win 
string.  Sturm  closed  the  2004  campaign 
with  a  27-match  win  streak  and  31-3 
mark  by  rolling  past  Delaware  Valley's 
Josh  Housekeeper  with  a  17-4  major 
decision.  Carter  upended  UW-Stevens 
Point's  Yan  White  4-2  to  close  his  first 
season  in  the  Wartburg  wrestling  room 
at  27-2  and  with  a  21 -match  win  suing.

Iowa  Conference  indoor  track 
championships  at  Cornell  Col- 
lege's Small  Multi-Sport  Center. 

Moen  got  the  ball  rolling  for 
Wartburg,  in  the  5000  by  earning 
a  provisional  national  champion- 
ship qualifying  and  conference 
meet  record  time  of  14:46.53 
to  defeat  the  field  by  nearly  2 1 
seconds.  The  men's  distance 
medley  group  of  Pete  Avery, 
Scott  Cross,  Keith  Solverson, 
and  Noah  Wendland  was  not 
outdone  winning  in  a  provisional 
national  qualifying  time  of  10: 
12.55  and  defeating  the  field 
by  just  under  33  seconds.  Josh 
Hauser  added  another  highlight 
for  the  Knights  when  he  broke 
the  program's  record  for  the  men's 
long  jump  with  a  best  effort  of 
22  feet,  five  and  a  quarter  inches 
to  end  second. 

On  day  two,  Alex  Six  won 
the  600  (1:21.77),  and  Noah 
Wendland  won  the  800  (1: 


57.53).  Keith  Solverson  won 
the  1000  meters  (2:36.89),  and 
Josh  Hauser  won  the  200  (22.33 
seconds)  both  setting  confer- 
ence records.  Mitch  Allen  won 
the  3000  meters  (8:36.64).

The  men  closed  their  outdoor 
season  at  the  2004  NCAA  Divi- 
sion III  outdoor  track  and  field 
national  championships  at  Mil- 
likin  University  in  Decatur,  IL. 
The  men's  team  concluded  the 
weekend  in  a  tie  for  l4th  with  15 
points,  marking  the  second  time 
in  three  season  the  have  ended  in 
the  top  20.

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Casting  call 

Wartburg  Players  try  organic  casting  for  "Macbeth" 
Vern  Klobassa 

"A  tool-belt  of  skills  to  pull  from,"  said  senior  Sally  Mitchell  about 
a  process  called  organic  casting.  Mitchell  is  the  assistant  director  of 
Wartburg's  Winter  Term  play,  "Macbeth."  But  what  is  organic  casting? 
Organic  casting  is  a  method  of  casting  a  show  where  the  blocking,  act- 
ing and  cast  is  not  preassigned.  With  organic  casting,  each  character  is 
examined  as  a  group  to  determine  how  the  character  should  be  per- 
ceived and  how  the  character  would  move  and  speak. 

"It  fosters  creativity,  and  it  forces  the  actors  to  internalize  their  role," 
said  Mitchell.  "Instead  of  being  told  what  to  do,  they  [the  cast]  have  to 
figure  it  out  for  themselves." 

The  organic  casting  of  "Macbeth"  was  facilitated  by  Sara  Truesdale, 
daughter  of  the  late  Vern  Truesdale,  former  Wartburg  vice  president  of 
business  and  finance.  Truesdale  is  a  professional  actress  from  the  Twin 
Cities  and  was  brought  in  to  help  the  cast  with  the  organic  casting 
process. 

"She  has  helped  the  actors  and  actresses  to  explore  their  roles  in  ways 
they  might  not  have  thought  to,"  said  junior  Jamie  Kranz,  the  stage 
manager  for  "Macbeth." 

"The  organic  work  is  a  lot  more  fun  than  the  director  telling  you 
what  you  need  to  do  because  there  is  more  ownership  in  the  process," 
said  Dr.  William  Earl,  professor  of  theater.  Dr.  Earl  also  said  that  al- 
though organic  casting  is  more  fun,  it  is  also  more  work. 

Freshman  Dana  Collova,  who  plays  a  with,  commented  on  the 
casting  process. "It  was  hard  not  to  get  direction  for  some  things,  but 
overall  I  liked  that  I  had  a  bigger  hand  in  deciding  who  my  character 
was  and  what  she  would  be  doing  or  where  she  would  be  going,"  Col- 
lova said. 

Truesdale  is  not  the  only  professional  brought  in  to  work  with  the 
cast  of  Macbeth.  Scott  Nice,  a  professional  fight  choreographer  who  is 
an  assistant  professor  at  the  University  of  Northern  Iowa,  was  brought 
in  to  choreograph  sword  fights. 

Sophomore  Thomas  Hansen  plays  Macbeth.  Hansen  is  a  Danish 
citizen  who  lives  in  Germany.  This  is  Hansen's  first  term  as  a  student 
and  also  on  stage. 

"I  thought  it  would  give  me  something  fun  to  do  besides  my  school 
work,"  said  Hansen.  Hansen  also  said  that  he  enjoys  being  involved 
with  the  play. 

"Macbeth"  is  a  Shakespearean  tragedy  that  takes  place  in  medieval 
Scotland.  The  main  character  Macbeth,  after  fighting  a  successful 
battle,  encounters  a  group  of  three  witches,  one  of  whom  is  named 
Hecket.  Hecket  tells  Macbeth  a  prophecy  that  he  will  become  the  thane 
(a  rank  of  Scottish  nobility)  and  then  the  King.  Macbeth  is  skeptical  at 
first,  but  when  the  king  appoints  Macbeth  a  thane,  he  then  casts  away 
all  of  his  doubts.  This  leads  Macbeth  down  a  twisted  road,  where  he 
and  Lady  Macbeth  plot  to  kill  the  king  in  order  to  make  the  prophecy 
come  true.

IS  101  or  why  we  have  to  take  it.
